{The Journal of Criminal Law and Criminology.} 


What Is the system of parole worth? There is only 
one method by which to settle this perennial ques- 
tion and to settle it right. Take a complete list of 
all persons paroled in a given state during a period 
of several years and trace out each one’s history in 
detail to the present. The group that is selected for 
such treatment should belong to a period peveral 
years past, so that their history may be found not 
only for the period during which they were on parole 
and, consequently, under the surveillance of parole 
agents but for a considerable time—three to §ve years 
—iImmediately following the expiration of this period 
and their discharge from custody. 

Such an investigation as I propose would cost some-
